Tho Cliiiiaiiian, who gave his name as 
Ah Lec, oll'eied no explanation of how 
ho had become iioaseaaed of the jesvelry, 
and was liierofore locked-up in a cell until 
niorning. While the police were examin- 
ing the jewelry, Mr Aaronson entered the 
lock-up, and picking up the ball-earinga 
mentioned in the above list, ho touched a 
hidden spring, when the outer sliell 
opened and revealed inside of each a carat

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HOW DETECTIVES WORK. 

The Inner History uf How Hahoury's Detec- 
tives Brought Ur. Orimii 
to Justice. 

The metliodfl adopted by the experi- 
enced and akilful detective in the proiec- 
tinu of society and the idciililicalion of 
criminals, whoso ouniiing make their 
aclions niyaterious, and in consu- 
ipience all the more dangerous, to the 
safety of the community, are very little 
understood by the public. The detective 
ia generally regarded as a very myaterious 
individual liiiiiaolf, and is consequently 
hold ill greater dread by the rascals that 
his wiu'k brings to lijiliL. 

The very sensulioiia! case jual closed, 
in which Dr. tirillin has figured as a prin- 
cipal party, has shown clearly what ex- 
pert detectives can do in exposing a clever 
and enterprising rogue. 

When Hon. fllr. Diinamiilr received 
the letters which tlireatoned his life, he 
was naturally alarmed. He did not know 
wdio to suspect or whom lo guard against. 
In his dilemma he did ihc iiinst aensible 
thing that a man aimiliarly situated could 
do — communicated with Mahoney's cele- 
brated detective agency uf San Francisco. 
Mr. Mahoney, the proprietor of the agency, 
at once despatched an operative or working 
detective to Victoria, who on his arrival 
here begun work nl once. His su8])icioii3 
soon led him to believe that Dr. driffin, 
who was known to be an able scholar, and 
who, moreover, bore not the best reputa- 
tion in the world, was the author of the 
letters. Acting on the supposition, he 
made il bis business to watch the doctor 
for days, "shadowing" him wherever he 
wiuit. Nothing occurred lo cotiliriii bis 
auspicious; the writer of the letters had 
evidently "suBpondcd publication " fnr .i 
time. The fact that a detective had heeii 
employed had iirobubly become known to 
the doctor, and he very sensibly declined 
to move again until he knew whom he had 
to act against. This caution might poss- 
ibly have ended the case and seeuvcd the 
doctor inimuiiily from exposure and im- 
prisoiiineiil had iiwl the dcleclivu hy a 
leint of showing his bund, Cdiilideiil ially 
(?) exposed his buainess to one wdnmi ha 
Itnew would be likely to repeat it to the 
doctor. He then abandoned the direct 
surveillance of the doctor himself, and 
tliat aft'ablo and •icconiplislied gcnileman 
thinking that ho knew whniii he had 
pitted against him, anil auapecting thai 
the case had been practically abandoned, 
once more "moved." Another detective 
had been give the cue and was watching 
every actioi«; living with him, keeping 
company with him and going out with the 
doctor almost wherever be wont, he had a 
line op|iortuiiity nf .studying the character 
and habits of ihc bu.' pect I'd man. .-^ third 
detective was al llie same, lime at wniii, 
ascerlaiiiing who was bcsl, acini.un; ed 
with thedoctoi iiiid shared his coniideiice. 
.'V young man ivho was very intimately 
co'nnected with him in his busiiie.ss was 
finally hit upon as likely to know .'i good 
deal. The deleclne formcil Ihe young 
man's iicipiaiulancc and llieii by a process 
of work peculiar In his piofes.'iion, > b- 
taiiied bis a.ssistaiicc. The work of tliii. 
or four detectives, led to the disclosure o. 
a series of incideiita, trivial perhaiis in 
themselves, hut which formed a chain of 
circuiustaiices which made llie suspicion 
that the doctor was the author of the 
Iclieis an abaoliile certainty. At tho 
proper lime, the arrest was iiiade, and 
the t rial wdiicli folhuved soon after showi^d 
the tlioroiiglincss of the deleclix-es' 
work. 

• Mr. Mahoney and his men are deserv- 
ing of especial credit for the skill which 
they have displayed in workinjt up tbe 
caae, in which it must be remembered 
tbcy wore jiitted .igainsl a cruel and wary 
criminal of more ilian ordinary inteUi- 
geiico, nerve and education.

They demanded the Arab lla^s 
from the Governors of the towns, and 
when they would not give them up until 
they had rocoived explicit orders from the 
.Sultan, they tried to take one of the (o'v 
ernors into custody, they cut down tlu- 
flagstaff, and hoisted their own flag. .\ 
little afteiwai-dH a party of Ciorman naval 
otlicers went into a m(isi|ue and took a 
dot; with them. They broke open the 
doors of the ( l.ivernor's privah! lijii-em, 
and, aceoriliii;^' lo some aecoimt.s, insult- 
ed the woineri. 'I'liey oltended the Araha 
by abu.sing them, and apu.ikiiig in iii.Hiilt- 
iiig lernis of their Kultan. The Arahs 
eould stand their insolence no loneer^ 
took up arms and drove the (reruiaiis ..ut 
of that jiart of their country. .\ii 
eiiipiiry was iiisi il i lU-d, ,ind it was clearly 
pn.vi'.l tli,-il the llerniaii.s were ijiiilty of 
till' oIleiK-es eli.irL;ed aLiailisI llieiii.
